EARTHQUAKES IN S0UTH 
AMERICA, ah 
The effects of the earthquakes which hay 
ravaged Peru and Keuador during the last 
two centuries have been terrible, In the 
earthquake of the 4th February, 1797, eve- 
ty town and village within a district of 120 


miles long and sixty broad was levelled to | 


the ground.. Enormous masses were flung 
from the tops: of neighbouring mountains, 


‘burying whole: ‘villages. beneath them: in: 


their full: The flourishing town of Riobam- 
ba was ameng these which ‘wera’ destroyed 
by this earthquake. The manner in which 
the ground was shaken was very remarkable, . 
An upward or explosive shock was first ex- 
perienoed, and:so violent: were ita. effects 
that the upper parts of solid buildings were 
flung high into the air, and hundreds of the 
inhabitants were projected upon the hill La 
Culla; ‘several hundréd feet high, and si- 
tuated. on the farther side of the- River 
Lican, on which Riobamba is built. “Then 
followed a horizontal movement, so rapidly 
effected: first in one direction and then in 
the’ contrary that in. many instances the. 
fnrniture of one house was found after- 

wards beneath the reins of another: This 
remarkable combination of movements pro- 
ducéd some very singular effects in -the 
country round Riobamba. ‘Rows’ of: trees 
which, had heeu straight were twisted: in 
the'strangést manner, and ridges of grain 
were found to have assumed a new direction 
without having their parallelism. affected. 


| Walls beyond the town were twisted with- 


out being flung, to the gropnd. “In some 
cases,” says Humboldt, ‘! property was re- 
moved to go great-a distance from its ori- 
giual place, that disputes arose amongat the 
survivors of the catustrophe,.and the Au- 
disnicia, or court of justice, was for some 
time occupied in adjusting theae difi- 
culties,” 7 : 

A strange story is related respecting the 
great earthquake of 1847. It is said that 
all the itihabitants of Cullao except one mau 
lost their lives during this earthquake. 
This-man was standing .on the fort. which 
overlooked the -barbuur, when. he saw the 
sea retire to a great distance and then come 
sweeping. back, like a vast mountain of. 
water. A cry of “‘Miserere!” arose from 
all’ parts -of the town, “and then in a mo- 
ment ail was silent.” ‘Where the tow had 
once. flourished there wus -a wide expause 
of sea, Bui the same great wave which 
destroyed the town swept towarda him a 


small boat, into which he leaped, and 0 |: 


escaped. ~ Many ‘earlier’. convulsions in. 
Pera-and: Keuddor lave been. recorded’ 
by Ulloa,: Wafer, Acosta, and «various 
other writers. And even before the con-* 
quest of Peru there must have been many 
catastrophes. of this sort. The ancient 
inhabitants had a tradition ticcording to 
Antonio de-Ferrara, ‘that many years be- 
fore the reign of the Incas, at a time when 
the country-was very popnlous, theré hap- 
pened a great flood ; the sea, breaking out 
beyond its bounds, so that: the land was 
covered ‘with water and all the people per= 
ished. To this, the Guicas, iuhabiting the 
vale of Xausca, and the natives of Chiquito, 
in the province of Callao, and that some 
persons remained’ in the hollows and caves 
of the highest mouutaina, who - again peo- 
pled the land.” Nearly all the great. earth- 


quakes of Peru.and Ecuador -have-been ac- |. 


companied by fluods.. ‘The sudden uprais- 
ing of the land causes. the water to retire to 
a great distance from the’ shore,. and. then 
as the earth returns to its original level, a 
great wave flows back along the wholeshore, 
sweeping away thousands of the iuhabi- 
tants,. In the earthquake. which visited 
Peru’ ott the. 20th-of October, £746, the 
ocean - retired twice,”‘'and then,”: says 
Lyell, \“‘ returnéd inipetuously upon thie 
Tand.* Lima ‘was destroyed, and — part 
of the ‘coust converted into a” bay jgfour 
other harbours, atnovg which were Cavalla 
and Guanape, sharing the same fate.”
